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ON THE OIL SITUATION 


The editor spent a few daye in 
Calgary last week and was given an 
opportunity to learn something of 
the inwardness of the oil situation. 
He came home _ thoroughly 
convinced that the local company 
offers a safer and better investment 
than ninety per cent of the com- 
panies offering their shares to a 
gullible public. There is but a 
limited supply of the ‘‘yellow 
backs’’ in the country and even if 
the available funds were fairly di- 
vided among the three hundred odd 
companies there would be for each 
a slack treasury. For the develop- 
ment of the oi] resources of this 
province, there are too many com- 
panies, Consolidation will come 
inevitably and in these mergers the 
shareholders of the weaker com- 
panies will not be the gainers. 
This brings us back to the fact that 
a local company, whose sharehold- 
ers stand to gain as much by the 
development of the district as they 
do from the dividends of the com- 
pany which they represent, is the 
safest and sanest company, all 
other things being equal, in which 
to put the hardly acquired savings 
with a reasonably fair show of 
winni.n The actual price of a 
share in a company means little, if 
anything. Some cheap shares are 
dear at the lowest figure’ and some 
are cheap at the higher figure asked. 
The wise investor is not gambling 
when he purchases shares in a re- 
liable company but is joiuaing a 
pool to attempt to discover the un- 
knowable quantity and thus is di- 
viding the risk with his- fellows as 
he also will share in the gain if oil 
is found. This being the case is it 
not wiser to enter a pool in which 
if a winning is made one will not 
only directly benefit with his 
fellows inthe pool but will in- 
directly share with every person in 
the district whether they be holders 
of oil-stock or not? 

* * * 

There is absolutely no reason for 
waiting for a strike in the Dingman 
field. We have favorable indicat- 
ions here. We are nearer to the 
district in which, upon the sworn 
statements of more than one who 
was associated with the drilling of 
Alberta’s first prospecting oil well, 
oil was encountered at 1200 feet. 
A failure to bring in a gusher in 
the Calgary fields would not settle, 
for or against, the probability of oil 
being found here in paying quan- 
tities. In fact, it is the opinion of 
many who are in a position to form 
better conclusions as to the prob- 
ability of a large oil field in Alberta, 
that the far north or the extreme 
south offer fairer possibilities than 
elSewhere in the province. The 
people in this district want to know 
and how can they secure that 
knowledge better than by strong 
support of the local company? 
Hesitation because one's means will 
not permit of a large investment is 
unwise. A dollar from ten is as 


good as ten dollar Jrom one.

The sixty-two local men in the 
local oil company are in earnest. 
We believe that if other means 


failed and more money were re- 


quired, that each one would go 
down again for another hundred or 
so. With this in mind, the local | 
investor has a feeling of security| 
that the foreign company does not! 
give him. It would be a calamity | 
if a drill should not be working in| 
the nearby field before the snow |

The success of the Session caused jing for this adyt. 15-1 
the Minister to provide for expan-|— 
sion this year, and Dr. Jas. C. 
Miller, Provincial Director of 
Technical Education, was placed in 
charge of the work again. The 
attendance this year, if the inspect- 
ore and members of the staff are in- 
cluded will be two hundred. Over 
one hundred additional teachers 
have asked to be enrolled, but the 
legislative appropriation for the work 
was not sufficient to make it possi- 
ble to adinit them. 

Over forty of the eighty who at- 
tended last year are returning for 
additional work in the various sub- 
jects. The school inspectors will 
be in attendance this year to get in 
close touch with the new work being 
given the teachers, so that they 
may have a satisfactory relationship 
to the work of the teachers in the 
field in these subjects. 

From no less than 85 different 
centres are the teachers coming. 
Edmonton district contributes 20, 
Medicine Hat and Red Cliff 16, 
Lethbridge and Taber 14, Calgary 
12, Red Deer 9, Wetaskiwin 6, 
Camrose 6, Cardston and Raymond 
districts 8, the Crows Nest Pass 7, 
Stettler 4, Edson 4, and from 
some seventy other points one or 
more are coming. 

The enrolment by courses is as 
follows: Preliminary Courses in 
Agriculture 120, Advanced Course 
in Agriculture 44, Courses in Nat- 
ure Study 92, in the Manual Train- 
ing Courses 74, in the Art Courses 
105, in the Domestic Science 
Courses 64, and in the Physical 
Training Courses 60. 

The benefit to be derived from 
attendance at these sessions is not 
limited to that of more efficient 
work in these subjebts. It is a 
splendid intellectual, professional 
and social tonic, especially for these 
teachers who have been teaching in 
the smaller town and _ village 
schools and in the one-teacher rural 
schools. It is an excellent means 
whereby teachers coming from 
other provinces or from the Moth- 
erland and holding full qualificat- 
ions may be brought into real touch 
with their fellow teachers in the 
Province and with the Departmen- 
tal Officials. These teachers hold- 
ing qualifications whieh admits 
them directly to the work in our 
schools find themselves very much 
alone and out of touch with the 
general spirit and dominating pur- 
pose of the educational policy of 
the Province.
